WIFE MUEBEIt AND SUICIDE. 

Horrible Double Tragedy in the City of 
'Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg, July 2.— (Special) — A hor- 
rible double tragedy was committed in 
the city at au early hour this 
morning in the Lewis Terrace, on 
Gunnel Etreet, near tlio Canadian 
Pacilic sho])s. At five o'clock 
William Warren, one of the helpers in 
the CP. it. shops, murdered his wife by 
cutting her tliroat with a razor 
until the head was nearly severed 
from her body, and then com- 
pleted the act by cutting his own 
throat in such a desperate manner that 
he only lived a few minutes afterwards. 
Warren was always more or less danger- 
ous when lie was drinking, and several 
times his wife had to seek refuge in the 
house of friends, fearing that Warren 
would cai ry bis threats into execution. 
Last night she remained away, and upon 
returnii^g this morning early'he made a 
murderous attack on her. 'The deceased 
leave a large family of grown up chil- 
dren, all residents of this city.

In the Neighborhood of 1,500 Fish- 
ermen Go on Strike at 
Rivers Inlet. 



Trouble Anticipated in Dealing' 
With Tlieni— Ueiiiaiul for 
Higher Wages. 



Rivers Inlet, some 200 miles south of 
the Skeena river, where live of the largest 
canneries in British Columbia are situ- 
ated, is in the throes of a big fishermen's 
strike which promises to seriously inter- 
fere with the season's Northern salmon 
pack. In consequence, the steamer 
Chieftain, Captain Foster, is in port 
seeking men to take ^he place of the 
strikers. She arrived on Wednesday and 
leaves to-day for Anucortes and Friday 
Harbor for more men. She is under 
charter to the Wannock Packing 
Conii)any, and will make her 
stay south as brief as possible. Fish 
are now running well at Jtivers Inlet 
and every day lost means great expense 
to the cannery men. Last year the ain- 
ners at the Inlet paid seven cents per 
fish to the Skeena canneries' six and ttiis 
they were paying this year. This, how- 
ever, has been unsatisfactory to the 
fishermen ever since the big strike on 
the Skeena, declared a inoiilli or so ago, 
and they now demaiid a ten cent rate. 
There are in the neighlxirhood 
ot 1,500 strikers, of whom two- 
tliirtls iire Indians, the others being a 
mixed class of whites. They went on 
strike aliotit two weeks ago and so far as 
known liahing operatiouH up to the pres- 
ent have been suspended, the canneries 
— the Wannock, the Brunswick, the 
Anglo-B.C, and the B. C. Packing com- 
pany's two — being closed down. The 
declaration of the strike mis very in- 
formal and it was mainly brought 
about by ihe natives and presum- 
ably at the instikation of some 
of the Columbia river or Skeena 
river agitators. The Chieftain had 
occasion to go down to Bella Coola eub- 
aetiuently, and on her return brought 
back a few Xorwegiaii fishermen. These 
were set to work, but had no sooner 
started than they recoiveil it threatening 
nolilication from an Iiidiaii cliief, and 
becoming alarmed tliey desisted. Noth- 
ing more happened until last Monday, 
when the Indians packing their effects 
and manning their canoes, sailed out of 
))ort in a lleetofover lOOatrong. No one 
knows exactly where they are destined. 
" I have lived among the Indians for 
the past ten or twelve years," said one 
of the Chieftain's crew last evening, ami 
I think this move of theirs is only a 
blull'. They are likely to be gathered in 
some secluded bay or inlet considering 
their plan of action, and trouble may 
yet be had in dealing with them." In- 
dian Agent Todd and others had a long 
talk with them before their embarka- 
tion, but all to very little effect. In an- 
ticipation of possible trouble F. 8. Uus- 
ficy, auperintendent of provincial police, 
sent four special eonatablea North on 
the Danube on Wednosdtiy evening, 
who will report to Constable' Wool.icott 
at Alert Bay and the five will then pro- 
ceed to Rivers Inlet.

Ottawa, July 2.— Lord Aberdeen re- 
turned to Ottawa at noon to-day, and 

this afternoon Sir Charles Tupper had a 
conference w itii him lasting from two 
until nearly six o'clock, when the 
Premier joined his colleagues in council. 
The ministers sat for only half an hour, 
and when Sir Oharles emerged he in- 
formed the waiting correspondents that 
there was nothing to announce. This is 
taken as a confirmation of the intima- 
tion made by the Premier tliree or four 
(lays ago that until tlio period for hold- 
ing recounts has elapsed the government 
will remain in othce. Those Grits, tliere- 
fore, who have been building upon Lau- 
rier being premier by Satuiday are 
doomed to disappointment. To friends 
Sir Charles stated that his interview 
with the Governor-General had been of 
a moat jileasant charticter. 

An analysis of the new House of Com- 
mons shows that ninety-nine members 
elected last week were not in tlio last 
parliament; fifteen of these, ho'\vever, 
sat in previous parliaments. There are 
therefore eighty-four men quite new to 
parliamentary life. 

Tlie master hand of Sir Oliver Mowat 
is seen in the decision of the Liberal 
leaders to appoint a commission to in- 
quire into the workings of the tariff. 
Sir Oliver is great on commissions, and 
in this case, provided the personnel is 
all right, a report can be made to parlia- 
ment which will enable the Liberals to 
do the crawUsli act on their tarifl' reform 
promises. 

Canada occupies the proud position of 
fifth maritime nation of the world. On 
the Dominion registry books there are 
7,202 vessels with 825,830 tons register; 
250 new vessels were built last year. The 
value of Canadian shipping is $24,750,000. 

A prominent' Liberal politician vfho 
arrived from Montreal to-night, says it ' 
is about decided that Laurier will be 
President of the Council, Geoffrion Min- 
ister of Justice, Tarte Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals, Felletier Secretary of 
State, Fisher Minister of Agriculture, 
and Devlin probably Solicitor-General, 
Attorney-General Blair and Col. Dom- 
ville are making a big fight for cabinet 
positions ; and great exertions are being 
made to keep Cartwright out, but he 
wants the finance portfolio and does not 
like the idea of beii.g shelved. 

A miniature tornado passed down the 
Ottawa valley this evening about 8 
o'clock. A numlior of boats out sailing 
on Luke Deschenes were overturned, 
and three occupants of one boat, Peter 
Macrae, his -wife and little boy, were 
drowned.

" I complain that at the fire which 
took place on the mernitig of Juno 22 at 
tlic corner of Loighton road and Cad- 
bora Bay road the tire department did 
not come on the ground with proper 
promptness; that not sufficient fire ap- 
paratus was brought on the ground; that 
a telephone message sent to^the central 
fire hall for help met with a refusal ; and 
that a gentleman who drove in a hack 
to the central fire hall to apprize the de- 
partment of the fire, complained of hav- 
ing received disi^oui teons treatment." 

The inveatigalion will bo gone on with, 
on Wednesday evening next at, 8 o'clock.

The con- 
sideration was .ii^ioO, which on the cap- 
italization of the company is equivalent 
to a (piarter of a cent per shun; to the 
stocklioldors, provided there are uo debts. 
In the event of there being any wages, 
bills for supplies or other accounts oiit- 
st.iiidiiiu' even this amount would be re- 
duced and possibly wipedout altogether. 
While the property ia not generally '.con- 
sidered among our most valuable mines, 
Still a prominent mining man recently 
offered to pay $10,000 casli for it, or bonil 
it for six months at fl5,UU0, or twelve 
months at $20,000. One of the slock- 
hoUiera, R. T. Daniels of Spokane, has 
beiiun actioij to have the sale set aside, 
and we have sufiicient contideiice in the 
rectitude of our judges to he sure that no 
legal quibbles will induce them to per- 
mit such a svvindle simply because it can 
lawfully be done under the lawa oi the 
state of Washington. It is a bad state 
of allairs, however, when a citizen of the 
state of Waahington owning stock in a 
company incorporated under the laws of 
his own state has to appeal to the courts 
of British Uolunibia to [irevent his part- 
ners sw indling him out of his property. 
From the lloaslnml Ueccinl.) 
Four claims, inchnling the Xellio D. 
and li. C). on Cariboo creek, have been 
bond"d to W. 1). .McFailden, of Kuss- 
land, and K. A. Thoui]).'?on, who repre- 
sents San Francisco capital. Work will 
be commenced at once and vigorously 
pushed during the life of the bond. The 
amount is understood to be $50,000 and 
the bond to run one year. 

The .Vnnie I'raction, a claim adjoining 
the Ualifornia and Ulack I'ear on Red 
mountain, has been bought by a syndi- 
cate of gentlemen, among wIkjui are Kd- 
w.ird Prichard, A. J. McMillan, 1-:. II. 
(;ovi'r and W. A. Campbell. A company 
ia to be fdrineii to be called the Koote- 
nay-l.ondon Company, to luunlle this 
and other jn-ojierties In this canij>, among 
which is the Comet Xo. 2, an extension 
of the U.S. and B.C. 

Three men havi- started work on tlie 
Imperial. It is situated on Lookout 
mountain. Prejiarations are being made 
to drive a cross cut to catch the vein, 
which will be about 100 feet long. Sur- 
face rock assays as high as 12 per cent, 
copper and $13.50 in gold. 

A. G. Dickson, of London, England, 
bought the Mountain Chief last Thurs- 
rlav which adj(jins the Delaware, for 
$10,000 cash. Mr. Dickson will incor- 
porate a company to handle the )iro- 
perty and put it on the Lnglish martlet.

a Bcrutim'iT. Tln-re was Konio little (iis- 
ciissiuii as to wlictlicr the ri'iu'csenta- 
t i vey of t hi' jircH.-: should be allowed to 
be ju'esi'iil, Aid. I'artridui' heiim of the 
oj)ini()ii lliul heallli inattera !-hould never 
be discussed in public, while Aid. 
Jlumphroy thought it was bettor to al- 
low tfiG reporters to remain as tliey wei e 
certain to got the newH ul tlie meetint: 
in any event. Finally the qiiu-slion wan 
put to the vote and llie aldeirneii tied, 
Aid. Partridge, Williams, TiarkH and 
Cameron being in favor of exchuiiiig the 
n^i)ort(!i-^i while Aid. .Maemillan, .March- 
ant, lhim]ihiey and (Hover took the 
opijOfiite viesv. 'i'he reporteiH remained 
an the .\lavor ^'ave his easting' vote t< 
that eHeel'. 

'J'he .Mayer opened the proceedings by 
asking Dr. Uinican what lie had to say 
to the charged iliat had been made 
against him. 

Dr. Diuicaii replied that the charge 
■was certainly a very sericjua one, being 
practically that he had allowed an in- 
fected person to leave the isolation 
hospital and mingle with people in the 
city. This charge simply meant that he 
had been guilty of a crindnal action, for 
anyone who would knowingly endanger 
the public health acted criminally. lie 
had been the city healch ollieer since 
1892, and as the council' knew had 
always acled on the pi-ineiple of stamp- 
ing out the lirst appearance (jl any in- 
fectious disease, ami, if he found that 
anyone was likely to be the means of 
sjjreadinf: an infectious disease, that ])er- 
eoii had always Ijeen jjromptly isolated. 
At the isolalion hospital the caretaker 
did not colli. ^ in ('oiitaet with infection. 
His quarters were cjuite separate from 
the other°, and his duty was to see that 
no infection was carried out of the 
hospital. 

With these preliminary remarks Dr. 
Duncan took up tlie particular ca.ses 
about whicii the complaint iuul been 
made. He would aay that it was quite 
safe, if a man who was a suspeut was a 
reliable man to allow him to go at 
liberty after a thorough fumii;ation and 
change of clothes, provided he reported 
every day to the doctor. That was the 
luettiod followed in lOiigland. lli^ had 
sent Iwa suspects to the isolation l)os|)ital 
on the .Salunlay preceding tin: elertions, 
and oi,-c jiatii-nt wlio it waa tlioiit;hl 
might lie siilT'Ting fi'cun an inleciious 
disease, lie uad informed th(> M lyor of 
the ea-e and though lie (l)r. iMinraiij 
had been ol opinion that it was su:lieient 
ti) fnmiiiule the suspei'ts and lo have 
them re|)ori to luni every day as a pre- 
caution, i be Mayor had taki-n a ililler- 
ent view aud had told him not to alloiv 
the men to leave the hospital. 
The suspects were entirely s"par;ae 
from the paiient^aud were in a building 
that uas pei f(!elly pure and free of any 
infection. One of these, whom he con- 
sidered a perftw^dy truiitworthy man who 
would not fad in hiei promi.-e to reiiori 
to the doctor, had asked on election dav 
to be allowed to vote. As there was not 
the iiliglitest indication of disease and 
the man wa-< I lioroimhly fnmitrated lie 
(Dr. Duiicairh id on the impulse, of the 
moment allowe(i him t<j go down to the 
poll iiig slai ion and vote. Certainly Dr. 
Duncan eonsidereil he owed the .Mayor 
an ajiology for [orgelting his directions, 
and if ill! had stopped to cousiiler he 
would have done diiier(aitly. He had, 
however, aeieil under an impulse know- 
ing full well lliere was not the slightest 
danger of spreading any inf<'etion. lie 
denied thai he had any political motive 
in allowini; ihe man to j>o, and it was a 
conlemptible thing for anyone to say 
that he bad, for he did not in the least 
know how the man intended to vote. 

As to I leal horn's ease. He w as acting 
as carelalcer of the ;;ror.nds anil was not 
in any way exposed to infectii.>n. As 
Ili^athoi ii had a chance of eariuiig ."fo by 
acting as sia ulineer, lieobtaine<l permia- 
sion to -.'ii on condition that he left a 
siihstil lite ill his plae(!. 

In repl vto .Mil, Miicniillan's (juesiion 
whether he contended that there was 
not any danger in letting the men out. 
Dr. Duncan replied that there was noae. 

A discussion arising as to the medical 
health otiicer'e powers under the healtii 
by-law, the .Mayor pointed out that the 
law relating to iMrryint: out of precau- 
tions as to suspects was placed at the 
discretion of the medical health ollieer. 
At the saiiiii time he (the .Mayor) had 
told Dr. Duncan to take no cliiinces, and 
lie was sorry tin; doctor had apparently 
forgotten what was said to him. 

Dr. Duncan pointed out that Dr. 
Daviu, in a letter be produced, slated 
that the public had not been suhjected 
to any ri.-k by allosving the suspect out 
of the h.ospital. A conlirmatory letter 
from Dr. J. 1). lielmcken was also pro- 
duced, and Dr. Duncan said that stand- 
ard medical works bore out the same 
view. 

Aid. Humphrey pronounced Dr. 
David's letter " allDoah," after the very 
Btrict reeulations he had himselt carried 
out when the city suffered from a small- 
pox epidemic some years ago. 

Dr. Duncan held that the present case 
was vc 'V dili'erent. In an e|iideniic un- 
less the Huspeiits were all kcjit logellier 
it would be imjioHsible for a doctor to 
see each one every day. In ordinary 
times when tlua-e was a case of infectious 
dirtoiise, if a suspect wen; a reliable man 
ho miirlit be trusted to report each day 
during the period of iticiibation. 

In ri'ply to Aid. Mumi)lirey, who said 
ther(^ was a report that the sanitary in- 
spector had been sent oil' lo MetclioHin 
on a wild goose chase after a niyiliical 
loper, lo previuit Iheotlicial from voting. 
Dr. Duncan showed and Aid. tiloverand 
Williams bore him out, that Mr. Obip- 
chase had had pl(j;itv of time to vote be- 
fore he left town. 

Another matter was the charfto that 
caretaker Shaw of the isolation hospital

POLITICAL PARADOXES. 

Tlie result of the election in Manitoba 
must have been a surprise to many 
earnest aiul well-mennirig people in all 
parts of the Dominion. It wna sHid by 
tlic Oi)i)nsiti()a that the (.ioverniiiem liad 
inadti up t'liiir luiiids to treat the inhabit- 
ants of that province with great harsh- 
ness — that they had determined to force 
separate schools upon the Manitobans 
at the point of the bayonet, if it could 
not Ik; done in any otlier way. Tlio 
GoviiriuncMit, it was conteniied, had Hold 
theitiBelves to the Uouum Culhulic 
hierarey of Quebec and were bound 
to do the bidding of the bisliops uo 
matter what the effect of their servility 
might be on the unfortunate Mani- 
toliiina. By spoei^hes from the platform, 
liy ei-iilorials in the ne\vsj)a])er8, by ser- 
mons, by addresses :ind by rt'solutiouB, 
the I'roteKtaiit eluetors in all the pro- 
vinces were exhorted to take the part of 
the people whose dearest rights were 
threatened by a band of unscrupulous 
Tory politieians. Naturally a sympathy 
in favor of the ^[anitoba majority was 
worked uj), and " UandE oil' Manitoba " 
became the 0|)positi(jn cry in all the 
provinces where Trotestants were in the 
ascendant. 

Well, the elections came off and it 
turns out that tliis persecuted and 
wron^^ed province returned a large ma- 
jority in favor of the government which 
threatened to deprive it of its autonomy 
imd to force uj)oa it a school system 
which it had rejected and which it 
hated. And, singularly enough, tlie 
people of the province which in men- 
acing tones , demanded that justice be 
done to the Itoiuaii Catholic minoritv of 
iVlanitoba and that thoir sejjarato schools 
he restored to them, i-etarned a sweeping 
majority of their representatives tcj 
pose the goverzunent which had been re- 
presented as composed of their humble 
servants— their willing tools. We are 
not surprised that people are amazed 
at these results and i^annot for their 
lives ' comprehend how it was 
tliat Manitoba returned a inajoritv 
to support the Government that intend 
(Mi to coerce it, and that the province of 
tjuebec returned a majority to turn out 
of office the men who were carrying out 
its wishes with respect to the Manitoba 
school question. We give up in despair 
the attempt to explain this jiolitical 
])n/.xle — to iii'count for these bewildering 
paradoxes. The heat that we can do 
to reproduce for our readers wliat one of 
the parties concerned, the Manitobans, 
liave to say about this singular state of 
atiairs. The Winnipeg Freo Press, 
which lias all along been very moderate 
but with pronounced Conservative lean- 
ings, in its issue of the "JTth sayis : 

A Toronto dispatch Hays that tlie Lib- 
erals of that city express much disap- 
])ointmeiit " at the showing of Mani- 
toba." They are good enough not to 
feel surprise or regret at Mr. Macdon- 
ald's victory in Winnipeg, but they think 
the other constituencies ought to have 
(lone dhferentlv. We have no intention 
to fight the battle over again; it was 
long enough , and when the end came 
there were very few of us who did not 
heave a sigh of relief to be well quit of 
it. I'ut it is well that our very anxious 
frionds ill Ontario and i^lsewdiere out- 
side tlie Province should receive! 
a gentle hint that any lavish 
diuiday of wonder and coinjjas- 
sion on our account is just so 
much waste emotion. Those good 
friends may be di8appointe<l, aa tlu-y 
say, but there is no reason why they 
should be. Manitoba has voted Con- 
servative for a goo<l many elections past, 
not because it is Conservative according 
to the old division of parties, but be- 
cause a majority of its electors have been 
jicrauaded that the general policy of 
Conservative governnients has iiad more 
to (•oiniiiend it to this 1 'rovinco and the 
Territories than anything that has been 
iilfered by the oilier siile. This may 
have been a mistake in judgment, but it 
was the prevailing belief. It was the 
prevailing belief i:p to and dur- 
ing ttiQ contest that has Juat closed. 
A strong endeavor was made to 
obscure the material issues by intro- 
ducing a series of cries over the .School 
Qiu'stion. These were successful in dhs- 
tracting attention in one or two constitu- 
encies, but on the whole we kept our 
beads and voted, as we tbou|;ht, in the 
manner best calculated to promote the 
interests of the Northwest. 

Our friends who are so cieeply con- 
cerned profess surprise that wo did not 
respond to their efl'oi ts to save us from 
"coercion.'' The fact is we got to the 
bottom of the School Cineslion some litne 
ago, and understood it. We saw that 
we were required by the judg- 
ment of the Privy Council to 
redre3s_ a (jrievance under which 
the minority in this Province were 
declared to lie Hull'cring, and being law 
abiding citizens we were not disposed to 
rebel against a inauifeBtduty. Wo were 
inclined, also, to resent the use thai was 
being matlo of the (luestion by the party 
managers, wiiom we susiiectetl ut u much 
nnbre burning desire to turn it to party 
account than to arrive at a peaceable 
ftjHji a Wtw'Witory settlement. The cry:, 



that camo up from the East, " Hands off 
Manitoba," did not appeal to our sym- 
pathy or eratitude, for the reason 
that Manitoba is quite capalile of 
taking care of itself. If an in- 
justice were inllicted upon us by the 
Feileral authorities we know how to re- 
sist it, and il no more than justice were 
done we hoped to possesa the grace to 
submit with becoming readiness. This 
will iirobably e.^plaiu with sullicient 
f uhieaa why we did not respond to the 
excited appeals of those very dear 
friends. 

We have expressed our opinion of the 
school question by returning live of the 
seven Conservative candidates; at this 
writing there is a doubt as to one, and it 
in possible that there may be six of the 
seven. This result was not brought 
about without the clearest understand- 
ing and the moat deliberate considera- 
tion. 

The Nor- 'Wester, the acknowledged 
organ of the Winnipeg Conservatives 
wdiich lias fouglitthe battles of its party 
ably and pluckily, in its issue of the 
same date under ' the heading of ' ' Tiie 
Misguided Tory," saya: 

It is safe to say that there is no indi- 
vidual in Manitoba to-day so supremely 
unhappy over the results of the election 
on Tnes<Iay last aa the honest, conscien- 
tious Tory" who voted for Mr. Laurier'a 
government on the aupi)osition that he 
waa voting aijainat the coercion of .Mani- 
toba on the scliool question, and against 
the rc-establiahment of sejiaraie schoola 
in this i)rovince, or any ai>|)roach to 
tbeiii. lie now realizes that he has made 
unawfiil mistake, and has assisted in jilac- 
iiig in power the iMonch Catholic elenieiil 
which is pledgeil to remedial legialatiim 
to a greaterdegree than was proposeil by 
the party wdiioh ho turned his liack up- 
on. The Keinedial Bill introtluced by 
the government of Sir Charles Tapper 
was defeated by the obstruction of the 
Liberal party, whose objection to it was 
that it did not give to the Catbolice pro- 
vincial money for their separate schools, 
and that it did not make compulsory the 
attendance of Roman Catholic children 
at Roman Catholic schools regardless of 
their wishes. It will be consistent, of 
course, for 3Ir. Laurier now to embody in 
his renie(_lial bill thusQ provisions, and he 
cannot hope to satisfy bis large followin 
in Ouebei! iiidess he carries out to the 
letter all these ]>oint.s, either in his ne- 
gotiations with Mr. (ireenway, or in the 
remedial lenislatiun which be introduce; 
the absence of which in !^ir Charles 
Tapper's remedial bill he objected to 
and criticized. We all have this school 
question very much at heart and no 
doubt all want it settled on such lines as 
will promote the best interests of the 
province, but it vi-ould be less tiian 
human if the straight supporters of iSlr 
Charles Tupper's government did not 
experience a little satisfaction at the 
writhings and contortions which the 
renegade Tory is now exhibiting as he 
takes the unpalatable medicine whicli 
he has administered to himself. 

The Winnipeg Tribune, the anti- 
coercion organ of the Grits, whose 
violence, unfairness and untnithfuliiess 
may have contributed materially to the 
defeat of its party in the Province, is, as 
may be supposed, not particularly well 
pleased with the result of the election so 
far as Manitoba is concerned. It gives 
vent to its irritation by saying: 

Had the Tapjier government been bus 
tained at the polls last Tuesdaj', Mani 
toba would have had se])arale schools 
thrust upon her, no nuitter how she 
might have sought to protest. Indeed, 
it would serve her people right if 
Mr. Laurier were to introduce 
a measure providing for sejiarate 
schools in this province. What 
are the Eastern political authorities 
to take from the verdict in Mani- 
tolia. if it is not that the people here arc 
indilferent and care so little about the 
protection of their national schools, that 
they even voted lor candidates pledged 
to support remedial legislation. In view 
of the result of the polling throughout 
thi; province, the people would have 
little cause to complain if Mr. Laurier 
were to force separate schools iqion us. 
If Manitoba by her voice asks lor sejia- 
rate schools, why should she not havt 
them. The issue was made ao clear 
during the campaign that a wayfarer 
though a fool, could not err therein. It 
was pointed out upon every jilatforni 
that a vote for the government candi- 
date meant a vote for separate schools, 
while a vote for the Liberal candidate 
meant a vote for national schools. 

As we have seen Mr. Laurier 
pledged to restore separate sidiools to 
Manitoba — to iiass a wli jle-hearted re 
medial law which will be more favorable 
to the minority than waa the one wdiich 
the Crit ohstrnctionists strangled. 

We may see, one of these days, why it 
was that BO many Quebec Conservatives 
turned against the party which they had 
.supported so long and wliicdi was curry 
ing out the policy, both as riv^ards the 
srhnols and trade, that they aj)|>iove 
Had |)olitic3 anything to do with the 
change, or were tlieir beads turned by 
the prospect of having for Premier 
man of their own race and their own 
religion'.-' 



, TIIE iVEW FOLIC y. 

There are a great many surmises just 

now aa to w hat is to be the policy of the 
Liberal (.iovenunent. 'What is it to do 
in the matter of public works'.' Is il to 
jiursuo a timid, cheese-iiaring jiolicy or 
will it give the country the works it

What action will it take in the Mani- 
toba school question'? Will Mr. Laurier 
find himself compelled to perform the 
proinise3 wbiph iL{» has Qiade his Quebec 
BuppdrtOrs, andattoixipt Va restore to the 
Manitoba viiaority the separate schools 



of wdiich they have been deprived by the 
Green way Government? Are these 
questions to be answered at once or wjll 
Mr. Laurier and his colleagues initiate a 

Jiolicy of shilly-shally and evasion, say- 
ing very little that is definite and doing 
as little in the way of change as the^- 
possibly can? 

The Toronto Globe in its issue of the 
24th gives expression to the " good reso- 
lutions which the Grits have "been 
making on their accession to power. 
Here are some of them on the topics we 
have named. It will be observed that 
the Globe has already become wonder- 
fully cautions. As to public works, it 
says: 

With a debt swollen to !|;203,000,000, 
with a debt charge of $12,600,000, with 
an annual expenditure ot more than 
$;1S,000,000, he (Sir Cnarles Tapper) pro- 
posed to plunge the strained and bur- 
dened nation into a reckless expenditure 
upon new projects, promised under cir- 
cumstances wdiich precluded a fair in- 
quiry into their merits, and with the 
design of bribing the coiiatitueiicie.s into 
giving him and his colleagues a new- 
lease of power, ^^'orae ihiiu ex- 
travagance was involved in this 
Bcliome, for we have had a long and 
bitter experience of the manner in which 
enterprises inaugurated in this way can 
be made to serve the ends of corruption. 
The scheme has been defeated ; the na- 
tion has destroyed the network of cor- 
ruption in which the administration of 
its afl'airs had become involved; it has 
attained its freetloni. That is a great 
achievement ; \-et it is only the first step, 
though a long step, in the path in which 
we liojie it will he led to lionor and pros- 
perity. 

With regard to the tarill the utter- 
ances of the Globe are exceedingly care- 
ful. It is evidently afraid of alariuing 
the business men of its own party. It 

says : 

The tarill' must be revised with care- 
ful regaril to the conditions of industry 
which have grown u]) under the present 
)iolicy, yet wdth a t hoioiiirhness wdiich 
will remove evei-y praelical grievance. 
The Lilieral party is not led by tloctrin- 
aires who will set to work to disturb 
business lor the sake of establishing 
theories. 

AN'ith regard to the Manitoba school 
question the Globe is gushiuK enough 
and indefinite enough to please Mr. 
Laurier himself: 

The Manitoba school question remains 
to be settled. Strange as the result of 
the elections in that province may be, it 
does not appear to us that it complicates 
the (juestion or throws any doubt upon 
the wdsdoui of the policy advocated by 
the Liberal party. Il is wdse, however 
the issue may have been cloutled in 
Manitolia, to keep the question out of 
federal jiolitics, and leave the Federal 
government and parliament freedom to 
ilo their duty in the sphere assigned to 
tlieni by the conslituti<m. It is wise to 
investigate, to conciliate, to endeavor to 
restore harmony between the majority 
and the minority in Manitoba, anO to 
arrive at a settlement that will Ije juat 
to all and will promote instead of hinder- 
ing the work of education in the "Western 
pfovince.
